Hun- 
dreds of men and not ae few 
women participated in ome of the 
wildest races ever known to locate 
claims believed to contain that allur- 
ing metal, gold. All this Was at night, 
with the thermometer 35 deg. below 
zero, and the moon shining but part 
of the time. The opening of the iong- 
reserved Crown claims and “fractions” 
in the Klondike to staking and entry 


etampede. Thousands of claims and 
thousands of fractions that had lapsed 
to the crown or accumulated thereto 
through the method of reserving alter- 
nate blocks of ten claims were set free 
for location. 

The men who participated in the race 
went out, im most instances, the day 
before. As the clock hands reached 12, 
the stampeders began setting their 
stakes. A minute or two more and 
they had their notices up, and then 
they were off on a race to the Gold 
Commissioner's office. They raced out 
in all manner of Klondike conveyances. 
Some had teams of horses hitched to 
light sleighs, some rode bikes, some 
came with fast dog teams, and others 
by special stage or on foot. One man 
came eighteen miles on Norwegian 
“skees,” or snowshoes, aided by a dog 
running before and drawing him by a 
rope he held. He covered the distance 
in two and three-quarter hours, and 
beat a horse which drew a light sleigh. 

On arrival at the commissioner's of- 
fice, all stampeders had to stand in line 
until 9 o'clock, the regular opening 
hour. Perhaps a hundred were in by 
that time.

EMPLOYMENT OF ALIENS. 
AUTHORITIBS INVESTIGATING.

VANCOUVER (B. C.,) March 11L.— 
The Dominion government labor au- 
thorities now in the province are in- 
vestigating an alleged infringement of 
the alien labor laws in connection with 
the employment of engineérs by offl- 
cials of the White Pass Ratlroad.

OLD STORY PROVES TRUE. 


CAPT. TUTTLE’S GOLD MINE. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

SEATTLE, March  11.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.}] According to a story given 
out tonight by Capt. Francis Tuttle of 
the United States revenue cutter Bear, 
the story told fifty years ago by two 
Sailors from a whaler about a won- 
derful gold mine 130 miles from Nome 
Rock was true. They said they could 
have filled a ship with gold nuggets. 

A party sent out by Capt. Tuttle 
and Millionaire Sol Simpson of Seattle 
was headed by Richard P. Burkman 
and W. E. Hadley, and left Nome last 
fall in a schooner. They had well-de- 
fined charts. Hadley says he has no 
doubt found the identical spot looked 
for. While the surface nuggets are not 
so plentiful as the sailors described, 
they were nevertheless visible. Coarst 
gold was found on the surface in many 


| places, and every pan ran from 5 cents 


to several hundred dollars. 

Capt. Tuttle got his information about 
the lost mine in April, 1900, from J. F. 
Deikey, a pioneer of California, who 
heard the story from Capt. De Boise, 
who died at Bay View Hotel in San 
Diego. De Boise's story was that two 
sailors from the whaler went ashore 
“one hundred miles north of the strait,”’ 
and discovered nuggets loose on shore. 
They were recalled by the captain, who 
was afraid of the ice. The sailors came 
aboard the boat with pockets filled 
with nuggets. De Boise told Deikey 
that he failed to get San Francisco 
shipowners interested in the mine be- 
cause they considered it a myth. 

After Capt. Tuttle received a letter 
from Deikey he took the matter up 
with Simpson. They outfitted an expe- 
dition and sent it out with all the in- 
formation that could possibly assist in 
locating the gold. The result of one 
party's search was kept secret until 
given out tonight by Capt. Tuttle. The 
source from which this story comes 
for publication causes it to be accepted 
here as reliable.

Chinese Prefer to Grant Favors to 

‘a Powerful Neighbor Rather Than to 

Powers Whose Objects are Uncertain. 

Japan Reluctant to Mistrust the Czar.

PEKING, March 
Dispatch.] It is understood that the 
Chinese comnmissioners will sign an 
agreement with Russia regarding Man- 
churia within ten days. The Chinese 
respect their strong and determined 
neighbor, though her demands injure 
China. They prefer to grant favors 
to such a power rather than to others 
professedly generous, but whose object 
is uncertain. China, it is said, is con- 
vineed that no power is really friendly 
to her, hence she yields to necessity, 
believing that the advantage granted 
Russia is better than an attempt at 
resistance. 
JAPAN HOLDING OFF. 
InY THE NEW ASSOCIATED 
LONDON, March 11.—The Japanese 
legation in London has received a 
bundle of advices from Tokio relative 
to Russia’s movements in Manchuria, 
but the Japanese Minister is unwilling 
to admit that Japan is alarmed over 
the ent changes in the situation. 
“Sg n ig still reluctant to believe,” 
said an official of the Japanese’ lega- 
tion to a representative of the Asso- 
clated Press, this evening, “that any 
power, even Russia, is acting outside 
the concert of powers. Apart from the 
interests which all the powers have 
in a successful solution of the Chines» 
situation, Japan would have 
cause to be offended should the pres- 
ent harmony be disturbed by any in- 
dividual arrangement between China 


and any one country. 

“We don’t desire to rticipate in 
the slightest way in disturbing the 
present united action. The war be- 
tween Japan and China occurred at a 
time when Japan wes just entering 
upon a new era of commercial pros- 
perity, and while there is nothing to 


regrep, so far as military and naval 
prestige is concerned, we are naturally 
peaceful, and do not desire hostilities. 


“It may be set down, therefore. that 
Japan will do her utmost to maintain 
peace, and to insure a successful set- 
tlement of all questions in China. This 
does not mean that we will submit to 
any injustice, but the attitude of the 
Japanese government today is that it 
is unwilling to believe that Russia 
would defy the powers with secret 
negotiations with China, or that the 
powers would allow anv euch procedure 

p#ceed, to the manifest injury of 
apan, as well as themselves.” 


CONGER STARTS HOMEWARD.

A and B of the Ninth 
United States Infantry have been noti- 
fied that they are to remain in China. 
It is believed that Maj. Robertson will 
command them. Many Americans 
have urged the legation to use its in- 
fluence to have at least two field guns 
and enough artillerymen to work them 
left. They say that during the siege 
these guns would have been more val- 
uabie than 200 armed men, and that 
necessity for their use is liable to oc- 
cur again. 

The Germans report that in the re- 
cent engagement near Pao-Ting-Fu 250 
Chinese were killed and four magazine 
guns captured. There were no Ger- 
man losses. 

The American field telegraph line 
which was constructed here has ceased 
operations, and th 
colled in preparation for shipment. to 
Manila. 

Despite the reports that Li Hung 
Chang is seriously ill, and that his life 
hangs by a thread, his physicians say 
that his condition would not be dan- 
gerous except for his advanced age. 
They are extremely hopeful of being 
able to bring him around. 

The question of quarters for the 
American troops remaining in Peking 
is still the subject of discussion. Army 
men favor the Temple of Agriculture 
as being healthier and sufficiently near 
the legation for troops to be sent there 
in a hurry as an additional daily guard, 
should circumstances arise rendering it 
necessary. They think the court's ob- 
jections are magnified. It is not un- 
likely the British will relinquish the 
the Temple of Heaven, and they will 
certainly long require the permanent 
‘building being erected there. A com- 
pany of infantry could easily be housed 
in the Temple of Agriculture, and the 
two temples now used for quartermas- 
ter’s stores. The only available place 

y is a palace belonging to one of 
the princes, far from the legation, in 
the middie of the Tartar city. This is 
private property.

THD STATEMENTS IN FULL. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—aA.M.1 

WASHINGTON, March 1ll.—In view 
of the persistent reports that bubonic 
plagué existed in San Francisco, the 
Treasury Department some weeks ago 
appointed a committee of experts to 
examine into and report upon the sit- 
That report has been 
received at the Treasury Department, 
but the authorities are not disposed 
to make it public at this time. Al- 
most simultaneously with the receipt 
of the report, a delegation of prom- 
inent citizens of San Francisco ar- 
rived here and have since had a num- 
ber of conferences with treasury of- 
ficials in regard to the matter. This 
committee gave out the following 
statement: 

“Some disputes having arisen be- 
tween the authorities as to the health 
conditions in California, and the quar- 
antine et San Francisco, a cOmmis- 
sion was appointed by Gov. Gage and 
Mayor Phelan to confer with the 
health authorities at Washington. 
Meetings have been held with the 
Secretary of the Treasuery, Lyman 
J. Gage, Assistant Secretary of, the 
Treasury; O. L. Spaulding and Sur- 
geon-General Wyman, at which # was 
elicited that no single case of disease 
had ever been found in California of 
the bubo-pneumonic type, and that 
all cases examined (none being of 
white people) were of a non-contagious 
character. 

“The Federal authorities have ex- 
pressed themselves as amply satisfied 
that California is able to protect the 
other States of the Union and herself 
from eny species of epidemic, and in- 
stead of a condition existing that calls 
for Federal interference, the repre- 
sentative of tite Surgeon-General’s of- 
fice now in San Francisco is in hearty 
accord with the city and State 
health authorities. 

“California is doing her duty. She 
has no epidemic now, and never had. 
There has not been a report of a sup- 
posed case of plague for twenty-three 
days, and the death rate in China- 
town is now the lowest it has been 
for ten years. ; 

“Any stetement that the Treasury 
Department or Surgeon-General’s De- 
partment has taken charge of the 
health affairs in San Francisco, is ab- 
solutely and unqgualifiedly false.” 

Assistant Secretary Speulding also 
gave out a statement, as follows: 

‘The published reports of the ex- 
istence of bubonic plague in San 
Francisco should excite no alarm there 
or in the country at large. The plagwe 
is not epidemic there, and I do not 
believe it will be. I would feel as 
safe living in Sen Francisco as in 
Washington. The traveling and busi- 
ness man can cOmmunicate as safely 
with San Francisco today as a year 
ago. The Treasury Department is 
fully advised of the situation, and 
speaks with confidence in denying that 
any Occasion for alarm exists on ac- 
count of health conditions in San 
Francisco.”

EOUGH not a colony in the proper 

sense of the term, and not, there- 

fore, standing in the relation of a 
daughter to the. mother country, the 
dominions of Hamud bin Mahammed 
bin Said, Sultan of Zanzibar, may be 
regarded rather as a ward of court, 
since in November, 1890, consequent 
upon the partition of eastern Africa 
among Great . Britain, Germany and 
Portugal, England established through- 
out that rich and important territory a 
protectorate which extends over the 
islands of Zanzibar and Pemba, as 
well as some few smal! islands adja- 
cent, together with a narrow ten-mile 
strip of the mainiand about twenty 
miles westward across the Indian 
Ocean.

When he first arrived in the island in 
1866, the sovereignty of the Sultan was 
most precarious.

Slaves were sold in the open market. 
Upon the death of the reigning Sultan 
Sir John Kirk sedulously cultivated 
the friendship and confidence of his 
successor, Seyd Barghash, with the re- 
sult that at the end of two years of 
personal intercourse he was able to 
obtain as a concession to friendship 
what Sir Bartle Frere, in spite of his 
persona! prestige and position, backed 
by a fleet of ironclads, had failed to 
extort, even under the threat of bom- 
bardment—namely, Seyd’s signature to 
a treaty for the suppression of the 
east African slave trade. 


HOW ZANZIBAR IS RULED.

There are about 7000 British subjects, 
mostly Indian, through whose hands 
passes the whole of the retail and most 
of the wholesale trade, both of the isl- 
and and eastern Africa. The grandees 
are all Arabs, but the merchants, great 
or small, are Indian, and, like the 
Arabs, Mohammedan, with the excep- 
‘tion of some heathen Banyans. But 
among the lower orders are Persians, 
Egyptians and Soanese, representatives 
of every African and many Asiatic 
races. 


THE TRADE CENTER OF EAST 
AFRICA. 


Zanzibar suggests cloves—and slaves. 
Siave labor 18 still to a great extent, 
and until recently was wholly employed 
on the clove plantations, the product 
of which constitutes the principal ex- 
port to India, Great Britain, the United 
States and elsewhere; but there are 
very large exports also of ivory, pe- 
troleum, rubber and copal. The prin- 
cipal imports are cotton stuffs from 
England; oil from America and rice 
from India. Prosperous as was the 
import and export trade in 1898, the 
returns for 1899 show a marked ad- 
vance. The totai value of al! articles 
imported into Zanzibar in that year 
amounted to £1,596,606, an increase of 
£41,536 over the preceding year, while 
the total exports for the same period 
reached a sum of £1,513,407, exceeding 
by nearly £16,000 those of the year be- 
ore. 

Zanzibar is thus by far the most 
flourishing and important town § in 
eastern Africa. It is a great trade 
center for Africa, India and Arabia. As 
seen from the sea, it appears a closely- 
packed town, bullt down to the water's 
edge, “with stately buildings of daz- 
zling whiteness standing out clear and 
sharp against the deep blue sky, while 
waving palms and vivid green bushes, 
smooth blue sea and red shore are 
aglow in the rich warmth of atmos- 
phere that knows no smioke or fog.” 
Conspicuous among its chief buildings 
are the Sultan’s paiace, rebuilt after 
the bombardment in 1896, on the occa- 
Sion of the short-lived weurpation of 
Khalid; the various consulates, the 
French hospital; the hospital of the 
English Universities’ Mission and their 
cathedral church, which stands upon 
the site of the old slave market, the 
holy table being erected on the very 
spot where formerly stood the shame- 
ful whipping post. There ‘is a magnifi- 
cent harbor where ships of all nations

INFLUENCE OF SIR JOHN KIRK. 


After several centuries of quasi- 
Arab rule, Zanzibar in the beginning 
of the sixteenth century came under 
the dominion of the Portuguese. Later 
on the Arabs reasserted their inde- 
pendence, and the island remained in 
the possession of various Arab chiefs 
till the end of the eighteenth century, 
when the imam of Muskat proclaimed 
and maintained his sovereignty over 
Zanzibar and Pemba, and the neighbor- 
ing coast. In 1841 the East India Com- 
pany first established relations with the 
ruler of Zanzibar, who had assumed 
the title of sayd, or lord, of the isiand, 
and successive British representatives 
were appointed to the court of Zanzi- 
bar, until, in 1873, Sir John Kirk. who 
had been ‘appointed ‘vice-consul in 1866, 
and subsequently consul, received his 
formal appointment to the post of 
Consul General, and later on attained 
the further office of political agent.

SUPPRESSING THE SLAVE TRADE. 


But the great achievement of Great 
Britain, conceived long before the pro- 
tectorate, and matured through many 
years of hard struggle in the face of 
indigenous customs, has been the aboli- 
tion of legal traffic in slaves from Zan- 
zibar and eastern Africa. 

From time immemorial slaves were 
taken from Central Africa to the Med- 
iterranean States, to and Asia, 
and until near the end of the eighteenth 
century most people had thought slav- 
ery a proper institution. In 1 an act 
of the United States was passed forbid- 
ding slave trade to any foreign coun- 
try. In 1807 an act of the British Par- 
liament made the trade illegal for Brit- 
ish subjects, and a law of the United 
States forbade the importation of slaves 

o the Union. The first steps taken 
by Great Britain against the slave 
trade on the east coast of Africa were 
in 1822, when an engagement was ob- 
tained from the imam of Muskat, and 
confirmed by him in 1839, by which he 
promised to prohibit and prevent the 
sale of slaves to any Christian nation, 
and to allow British ships to seize all 
vessels found within certain limits 
loaded with slaves. In 1845 it was fur- 
ther agreed with the imam that the 
export of slaves from his African do- 
minions, or from Africa into his Asiatic 
possessions, should be prohibited under 
severest penalties. In 1872 Seyd 
hash, yielding to the representations of 
Sir John Kirk, ratified a treaty re- 
nouncing the transport of slaves by

In 1876 he is- 
sued further decrees prohibiting the 
fitting out of slave caravans and the 
bringing of slaves to the coast, or 
transporting them by land, and free- 
ing all slaves held in certain ports. 
Subsequent decrees were obtained from 
the Sultan Khalifa in 1889 and 1890, all 
tending to the further emancipation of 
slaves, unti! at last, in 1897, the present 
Sultan agreed to publish a decree abol- 
ishing entirely the status of siavery in 
the islands of Zanizbar._ and Pembe. 
This means, in the words of the then 
British Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs—now Lord Curzon, Viceroy of 
India—*that every slave is at liberty to 
go before a court established for that 
purpose, and to claim his freedom. All 
he has to do is to go before that court, 
prove his identity, claim the liberty to

WORK OF THE UNIVERSITIES’

It was in 1857 that Livingstone, while 
on a visit to England, made his now 
historic appeal to the universities of 
Oxford and Cambridge to carry the 
gospel of Christ to the heathen races 
of Central Africa. “I go back to A 
rica,” was his simple yet eloquent 
story, “to try to make an open path 
for commerce and Christianity. you 
carry out the work which I have be- 
gun. I leave it to you.” 

Half a century has passed, and the 
response to that appeal is seen in Zan- 
zibar and on the shores of Lake Nyasa, 
in a growing native church, wisely 
planted and carefully nurtured by the 
Universities’ Mission to Central Africa, 
to whose good work successive agents 
general have borne ungrudging testi-+ 
mony. While the firet aim of the mis- 
sion is to build up a native ministry, 
who shali be able to bring home to 
their African brethren the precious 
truths of the gospel in a way that the 
African can comprehend, the great lin- 
guistic studies and attainments of 
Bishop Steere and others have already 
aided in the work of the government 
officials and merchants by oe to

It would be hard to imagine an after. 
dinner speech delivered with more 
charm and grace of manner than the 
reply of J. M. Elliott of this city to 
the toast, “Chicago and Its Influence 
on the Future of Los Angeles,” 

“This town was founded a long time 
before Chicago. It was founded to put 
eafely away some discharged soldiers 
of the mission garrisons. 

“As tate as 1830 it had only 1500 peo- 
ple. Then it took six months for the 
inhabitants of the little place to get 
orders from Spain and Mexico to learn 
how to live. 

“In 1840, strange men with strange 
garments began to come here over the 
mountain passes; it took them as many 
years as it did you days. And they 
saw it was a land of fairness and sun- 
shine, and they settled here, and the 
blood of youth coursed through their 
veins again. And they changed the 
character of the place a little. 

“And then some Americans came and 
they changed it a little. . 

“In 1875 a railroad was finished con- 
necting this place with San Francisco. 
A banquet was given at which I re- 
member that one of the orators gaid 
that a day might come when our or- 
anges would be shipped East over a 
railroad to the markets. The men who 
built the road smiled broadly. What 
would they say to know that 20,000 
carloads go East in a season. 

“It was in 1875 that the first Chi- 
cago man struck the place. Since 
then the influence of your presence has 
been felt. We owe you a great deal. 
We owe you more than you think. It 
was you showed us the opportunities 
that lay where we had but to dip them 
up: we have done so to a limited ex- 
tent. 

“The future. of our community lies 
in the spirit with which you have in- 
oculated us. We are to have a harbor 
where great ships of the Orient will 
bring the wealth of the Orient to be 
shipped to you.”
